Extra Day For Payment 
Of First Installment Falls 
In Public’s Favor 

Five p.m., Monday, December 
6, marks the deadline for pay¬ 
ment of the first installment of 
1937-38 taxes. The final hour of 
payment has been extended one 
day, due to the fact that the sta¬ 
tutory deadline of December 5 
falls on Sunday this year. The 
Tax Collector’s office at the Hall ! 
of Justice will remain open until 
5 p.m. on Saturday as an accom¬ 
modation to the public. 

Remittances postmarked up to 
midnight, December 6, will get 
under the wire, according to H. L. 
Byram, County Tax Collector. 

Byram pointed out that an 8 
per cent delinquency penalty will 
apply on all tax installments un¬ 
paid after the deadline hour. In 
addition, such delinquents will 
draw an interest charge of 7 
per cent until paid. 

Although ahead of all collec¬ 
tion records during recent years, 
the payment of the first half of 
1937-38 tax levy is lagging behind 
comparative collections for 1936- 
37. 

Collections to date total $15,- 
395,757, or 13.2 per cent of the 
total tax levy of $116,587,895, 
compared with $17,857,630, or 
17.03 per cent of last year’s total 
levy of $104,856,495. in Byram’s 
estimate the collection precentage 
for the first half will finish 2.5 
per cent less than the percentage 
record of last year. The last half 
of the taxes on real estate will 
become due on January 20 and 
will go delinquent April 20. 1938. 

With tremendous quantities of 
unopened mall beginning to ac¬ 
cumulate, the daily collections 
now are running in excess of 
$1,250,000. Byratn is optomistic 
that collections later In the fiscal 
yepr will offset the present small 
increase In delinquency so that 
the delinquency total will not ex¬ 
ceed last year's figure of 7.15 
per cent which was the lowest 
in more than nine years and was 
nearly 4 per cent under the total 
o f 11 per cent reported for 1935- 
36 and 13.36 per cent reported 
for 1934-35.

Rush Of Christmas Mail 
Has Started And 
Postmaster Gives Advice 

Preparations are now under 
way to handle the enormously in¬ 
creased volume of mail for the 
Chrismas season, according to 
Postmaster R. O. Oaukin who is¬ 
sues the usual but timely admo¬ 
nition to "mail your Christmas 
packages early." 

Mail for foreign destinations is 
coming in now and the pensonnel 
at the post office has been in¬ 
creased by 12 extra carriers and 
clerks to handle the expected 
Christmas rush. The postoffice 
will be kept open all day Satur¬ 
day, December 11 and 18 for the 
convenience of the mailing pub¬ 
lic, the postmaster said. 

"During the holiday season the 
mail increases in volume over 200 
per cent, and it is impossible to 
handle this great mass of mail ef¬ 
ficiently and promptly within a 
few days,” said Mr. Caukln. 
"Therefore, it is necessary to 
mail your packages early to in¬ 
sure prompt and efficient de¬ 
livery." 

He pointed out that there are 
1 five simple things to do if Christ¬ 
mas mail is to arrive at its des¬ 
tination promptly and in good 
condition. They are, 1—mail early; 
2—wrap carefully; 3 — address 
plainly ;4—Stamp fully, an A 5— 
insure rightly.

Rifle Club 
Hunting A 
New Range 

Growth Of The City De¬ 
prives Organization Of 
Grounds Long In Use 

Homeless Insofar as a shooting 
range Is concerned, the annual 
meeting of Sierra Madre’s Santa 
Anita rifle club In the Legion 
"dugout” at the City Hall Sat¬ 
urday night will probably be de¬ 
voted largely to a discussion of 
probable new locations, though 
officers are also to be elected 
and there Is a lot of other busi¬ 
ness to be given attention. 

Until Sunday the club had a 
bang-up range on the property of 
U. O. Calvert on Scenic Point 
which it has used for several 
years. But recently Mr. Calvert 
built a home on the plot and 
there are other choice residential 
lots he would like to sell. It so 
happens that most of the pros¬ 
pective buyers come to look 
around Sunday mornings when 
the riflemen are banging away at 
the target plumped right against 
the mountainside. But the idea of 
a rifle range so close at hand was 
not alluring to prospective home 
owners. So, two weeks ago, Mr. 
Calvert told thirty or more mem¬ 
bers they’d have to find a new 
range. Scouts have been looking 
everywhere and will report at to¬ 
morrow’s meeting. 

According to Fred La Lone, 
rangemaster, the Santa Anita 
Rifle Club Is one of the few 
clubs In the country operating 
under a special charter from the 
United States Government which 
furnishes rifles and ammunition 
to the members at the ridiculously 
low cost of $2.00 a year per 
member for insurance on the 
equipment. Each year, he stated, 
a report of marksmanship of the 
33 members is forwarded to 
Washington and in case of mili¬ 
tary service gives a preferred 
rating. 

Since the club will require a 
200 yard range at least, backed 
with a natural banier to prevent 
bullets from straying, it will prob¬ 
ably be difficult to locate a suit¬ 
able range, LaLone remarked. 
There are only two ranges in 
this section of the country large 
enough to use the high-powered 
army rifles on. and the cost of 
membership in those ranges would 
be prohibitive, club officials de¬ 
clare. 

There are four members of the 
club who hold the high rank of 
expert marksmen, they are Fred 
LaLone, Edward LaLone, Ben 
Stlnman, president, and Charles 
Grider.

MASSIVE LYCH-GATE NOW LEADS 
INTO NEW ST. FRANCIS PARK, 
RECALLING DAYS OF YORE 

TNVOK1NG the gentle shades | drinking basins for bird 


I NVOKING the gentle snaacs 
of the past when men worked 
unselfishly together fo pro¬ 
vide a place of worship, a group 
of Sierra Madreans headed and 
actuated by Perley Poore Sheehan 
shifted Into place this week a 
massive lych-gate weighing more 
than a ton at St. Francis Park 
that Is being created adjoining 
the Church of the Ascension. 

The 1 y c h-g ale t>uilt by 
William Kreuscher of F-ast Mon- 
tecito avenue of seasoned lumber 
that is expected to last a century, 
with iron-work — hand forged 
braces and a cross of an old 
French model—by G. O. Dally of 
East Sierra Madre Blvd. It was 
designed by Mr. Sheehan after 
models he had 9een In Europe. 

When finished, Mr. Sheehan 
says the gate will have side 
benches the full length of the 
gate, paved with Florentine flags, 
wood painted to harmonize with 
the old church, and planted with 
different varieties of climbing 
roses. His arrangement calls for 
elaborate terracing and landscap¬ 
ing, with a small wall fountain 
| to the north of the gate with 


drinking basins for birds and 
dogs. 

Incidentally, the next major 
step in the creation of St. Fran¬ 
cis Park will be a dry rock wall 
along Baldwin avenue to the north 
corner of the park area, to be 
planted with roses, vines and or¬ 
namental shrubbery. 

Lifting the huge gate onto the 
truck donated by the Sierra 
Madre Lumber Co. was a ticklish 
job, and it was accomplished by a 
squad of volunteers—among whom 
were several Mexican friends of 
St. Francis- -who accompanied the 
truck on its trip up Baldwin 
avenue, and there performed the 
ticklish labor of lifting the gate 
to Its permanent foundation . 

A lych-gate, Mr. Sheehan ex¬ 
plained, was a development es¬ 
pecially of English Church archi¬ 
tecture in the Middle Ages at 
which time it was considered 
necessary to consecrate the corpse 
of a member before taking It into 
the church. So, it became the cus¬ 
tom to have some sort of covered 
shed at the entrance of the 
church grounds. This was called 
the lych-shed or the lych-gate, 
from the old Saxon word “lych" 
meaning body.

DANGEROUS FALLACY 


Los Angeles county’s welfare 
budget for the current fiscal year 
is greater by 44 per cent, or 
$8,058,802, than Its actual expen¬ 
ditures for relief purposes during 
the preceding year, according to 
a study of 1937-38 budget al¬ 
lowances of California counties 
for welfare, made public by Cali¬ 
fornia Taxpayer's association. The 
county plans to spend $26,561,412 
for aid to the needy, aged, blind, 
and orphans, and for care of 
county indigents, compared with 
$18,502,610 during 1936-37, the as¬ 
sociation found. 

Eudget allowances for the needy 
aged amount to $15,850,000, com¬ 
pared with last year expenditures 
of $8,928,803; an allowance of 
$1,406,620 has been set up for 
the blind, compared to expendi¬ 
tures of $1,044,989 during the 
preceding year; $1,605,688 is bud¬ 
geted for orphan aid, where $1,- 
187,936 was spent last year; while 
aid to county indigents, the so- 
called “unemplovables,” is estima¬ 
ted at $5,002,589, compared with 
expenditures of $4,932,418 in 
1936-37. The budget allows $2- 
.696,515 for administrative ex¬ 
pense, compared with $2,408,464 
for that purpose last year, the 
association found. 

"The cost of aid for aged, blind, 
and orphans is divided between 
federal, state, and county govern¬ 
ments. This fact,’ ’the association 
pointed out, “gives many persons 
the easy feeling that they are 
escaping most of the cost. This is 
very far from the truth. Califor¬ 
nia pays about a dollar and a 
half into the federal treasury for 
every dollar that comes back in 
federal grants. Contributions from 
the state to the counties come out 
of other taxes paid by the same 
people. 'The state’s share of aid to 
the aged, blind, and orphans 
comes out of the sales tax, the 
state income tax, the insurance 
premium tax, and other state 
taxes paid by every Individual in 
the state who earns or spends 
money. The county share is car¬ 
ried by property taxpayers. There 
is no greater nor more dangerous 
fallacy than the belief that some¬ 
body else pays for relief.”

This Christmas, all California— 
and all America—have reason to 
ponder: "Whither are we going?” 
During this season of good fel¬ 
lowship, it is time for the em¬ 
ployer, whether he be farmer, 
merchant, or Industrialist, to in¬ 
terrogate himself; “Am I doing 
right by my workers?" And It is 
an Ideal time for the worker to 
disregard outside Influences, do 
his own thinking, and ask: "Am 
I being fair to my employer?” 

It is well, In this period of 
contemplation, to study "cause 
and effect;” to weigh the course 
of contemporary history to de¬ 
termine what brought Russia to 
Communism: what brought Ger¬ 
many and Italy to Fascism. 

In Russia, abuse by the Czars 
gave birth to revolution and the 
Soviet State. Understanding of 
the cruel depotism and abject 
poverty of the people of Russia 
during that era will bring under¬ 
standing of the sudden shift to 
Communism even to loyal Amer¬ 
icans who can see onlv bitter dis¬ 
illusionment and social disaster 
in the experiment. But America 
was born free: has h.ad no Czars; 
has more of plenty for all classes 
than any other nation in the 
world. America has no spur to 
p’.unge, in despair, into Com¬ 
munism! 

But what of the other extreme 

Fascism, a master state and a 
servant people? How did this 
come about In Germany and 
Italy? It came about with the 
destruction of the hard-working, 
tax-paying, empire-building “mid 
die class!” Workers, suddenly 
dominant, proved unequal to the 
responsibilities bom of their pow¬ 
er; they stripped their shop-keep¬ 
ers and their farmers, their man¬ 
ufacturers and their professional 
classes, of the right to create 
business and employment. And 
the sons and fathers of the mid¬ 
dle classes, not the poorer classes, 
brought revolution to Germany 
and Italy. And Fassclsm, with ail 
the evils attendant on dictator¬ 
ship, followed revolution! The sub¬ 
merged classes and tho former 
"middle classes” have both suf¬ 
fered; dictatorships are profitable 
only to dictators. And Germany 
and Italy today, in common with 
Russia, are disillusioned nations. 

At Christmas, when the spirit 
of “live and let live" is in the 
atmosphere, perhaps we should 
think of that. Perhaps we should 
try to give and take and live to¬ 
gether in goodwill and tolerant 
understanding. Perhaps we should 
count what we have and be grate¬ 
ful to the destiny that gave us 
FREE AMERICA!

Perfume And 
Music At 
[ The Vine 

r Twilight Audience 

\ Hears Artists On 

, Both Subjects 

’ Perfume and music met and 

' mingled in close harmony at the 
[ Wistaria Vine Garden Sunday 
. night when a large group of 
( music lovers from Los Angeles and 
■ Sierra Madre assembled for the 
musical program presented under 
the auspices of Mrs. J. Walter 
Young of Los Angeles, and heard 
a brilliant discussion of the per¬ 
fume industry as carried on in 
Gros, France, by Perley Poore 
Sheehan. 

George Miller, noted concert 
pianist of Hollywood, Roberta 
Hughes, singer, who has appeared 
at the Hollywood Bowl, and Fran- 
ciska McArthur, talented young 
violinist, were heard in an inter¬ 
esting and varied program. 

Mr. Sheehan wrote a beautiful 
interpretation of the perfume in¬ 
dustry in his column, “The Watch 
Tower,” in THE NEWS several 
months ago that attracted wide 
attention and he was asked to 
speak on the same subject. 

"Perfume is essentially spiritual 
and is a part of life, as music 
is a part of life and as closely 
related to it,” said Mr. Sheehan. 
"God gave Moses explicit direc¬ 
tions for the use of perfume 
when worshiping Him. In those 
days they used the perfume of 
cinnamon, cashia or, as it is 
commonly called—African mim¬ 
osa” 

Touching on the commercial 
possibilities of the perfume in¬ 
dustry—which is now being con¬ 
sidered as a coming source of 
employment and wealth for 
Southern California and citing 
the a-stounding figures of flower 
production at Gros, Mr. Sheehan 
said ten billion pounds of flowers 
are plucked and sacrificed in 
Gros each year on the altar of 
beauty. Ho pointed out that while 
perfumes were used in medievial 
times as love-philtrse, they be¬ 
come a highly spiritual matter 
when properly considered and 
used. 

The potentialities of the com¬ 
mon geranium are unlimited he 
said, and since geranium oil is 
one of the basic oils used in 
perfume manufacture, the future 
possibilities of this neglected 
plant are tremendous. 

Franciska McArthur played a 
difficult and little-heard number 
by Ravel, “Piece en forme de 
habanera;” “Jota." by deFail; “Ro¬ 
mance," by Wienlawski; “Ala 
Viennoi.se” by Frledman-Hartman, 
all with excellent musianship sur¬ 
prising in so young a performer. 

Roberta Hughes, the lovely ! 
young singer, sang two Russian ! 
numbers, "Over the Steppe" by 
GretchAnoff with fine restraint 
and unsurpassed voice; and her 
interpretation of "The Sleigh” by 
Kountz was gayly insouciant and 
her audience bravoed loudly for 
more. 

George Miller displayed his In¬ 
imitable technique and artistry of 
intrpretation In Debussy's "Claire 
de Lune” and Schubert’s seldom- 
heard “Impromptu.”

Hal Slemons of Arcadia gave 
what he described as a fifth 
“out” to the four presented by 
Mr. Myers in last week’s article 
in THE NEWS. He urged a com¬ 
munity effort to conserve waters 
in the nearby canyons that would 
make it unnecessary ever to rely 
on Colorado river waters in this
